LONDON, June 2.—The two despatches
rom General Roberts made public today by
the War Office throw little additional light
on the present situation in South Afri:a.
except to show that the Boers are offering

stubborn recistance to British troops in
both the Transvaal and the Orange Fiee
tate.

While it is believed here that Roberts’
forces are moving irresistibly toward Fre-
teria, there is every evidence that his ad-
vance is being vigorously opposad by
Botha's army, which seems to be in strong
force between Johannesburg-and the capi-
tal.

Not only General Roberts’own language
but the reported cacuaities, prove that
there has been bot fighting, and it is not
impossible that the British will have to
enter a pitched battle before they are able
to raise their flag over the Government
buildings of Pretoria.

General Roberts’ latest despatch came
from Johannesburg, and states that Col-
ville has had brisk fighting in the Orarge
Free State en route to Heilbron. Rundle
also met with desperate opposition near
Seneckal, and the War Office report of his
casualties is not reassuring. In an official
list, published today, the names of thirty-
pine men whe were killed and 145 wheo
were wounded near Senekal are given.

where 5.000 British prisoners are quar-
tered. The officers were sent there to
keep order among the men, who are very
much excited over the approach of their
comrades toward the capital.

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TREACHER ASKED TO RESIGN.

Pro-British Utierances Thought te
Have Been the Cause.
EVERETT, Mas-., June 2.—Rev. George
B. Titus, pastor of the First Baptist
Church, one of the largest and wealthiest
congfegations in the city, has been asked

te resign.

The reasons leading to the requests are
£aid to be pulpit utterances on public is-
sues thut have not met with the approval
of his flock. Mr. Titus recently gave ex-
pression to some strong views against the
Boers, he being intensely British, and it is
thought that these remarks precipitated
the call for his resignation.

FREE STATE BOERS TRAPPED.

LONDON, June 2 —A despatch from Ma-

SENTIMENTS OF THE COLONISTS.

People's Congress Enumerastes the
Causes of the Boer War.

LONDON, June 2. —A despatch from
Graaf Reinet, dated May 31, says:
“At the People's Congress today, Mr.

Pretorius, a member of the Cape House,
offered a resolution to the effect that the
chief cause of the present war between
Great Britain and the Boers was the in-
tolerable interference of the Imperial Min-
istry at London with affairs in South Afri-
ca. The resolution was unaniomusly adopt-
ed.

“Other resolutions which were adopted
declared that subordinate causes of the
war were the violation of the Cape Consti-
tution, whereby the advices and wishes of
the Cape Ministry were overruled by the
British Colonial Office, and the enormous
cifficulty of acquainting the English people
with the real facts.

“If the British Government insisted on
annexation, another resolution declared,
the peace and presperity of the country
would be irretrievably wrecked. It also
demanded that unqualified freedom eand in-
dependence should be restored to the re-
publics and that the Cape of Geod Hope
people should kave a voice in the appoint-
ment of a Governor which would render un-
necessary the keeping of a standing army
to control the people. The republicans,
under such circum.*ances, would always be
prepared to assist the Cape Colonists o

A press report from Shanghai that there
are two American warships at Taku fort
leads officials here to believe that the
gunboat Princeton is there with the flag-
ship Newark under command of Rear Ad-
miral Kempff. The Princeton is the only
American war vessel in the Far East for
which the Navy Department cannot ac-
count. She has not been heard from re-
cently and the department has sent a ‘ele-
gram to Rear Admiral Remey, command-
er-in-chief of the Asiatic station, asking
him for information. Officially, the de-
partment knows only that the Newark is
at Taku fort. No additional advices as to
the situation in China have comi» from
Minister Conger or Rear Admiral Kempff,

THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE.

Assistant Secretary Hackett Makes
the Opening tddress.

NEWPORT, R. 1., Jure 2.—The rogular
summer course of the Naval War College

W. Hackett.

The lecture-rcom &t the college was
crowded with officers of beth Army and
Navy, and members of ne class had sev-
eral invited guests.

Captain Snow, of the cruiser New York;
Captain Gibson of the battleship Texas,
Commander Davenport of the Essex, Com-
mander Hunter of thé training station,
Commander Mason of the torpedo station,
and Colonel Hasbrouck of Fort Adams.

Following the address, a recepticn was
beld in honor of Mr. Hackett. The practi-
cal work of the college will begin next
week, when Captain Maban will lecture
upon the art of war as demonstrated by
Napei-on's early campaigns on land. Cap-
tain Mahan will alse lecture on naval
strategy. Captain Goodrich will epeak on
coast defence, and Captain Taylor on na-
val tactics. Major Knight, Urnited S:ates
Army, will lecture on submarine mines for
harbor defence, and Lieutenant Chandier
on torpedo boat warfare. Th lectures on
maritime internationz! law will be in the
bands of Captain Stockton, the president of
the college.

Interest in the Provosed Improve-
ments—The President's Visitors.
The improvements at the White House

which Congress is plapuing are naturally

of much interest to the President and
the large force of people who make the

Executive Mansion their headquarters.

Mr. McKinley, however, has declined to

take any part in the discussion of the

project. He feels a delicacy in dealing
with the renovation of the historic old
mansion which is his official home, and
now In view of the election, he is par-
ticularly averse to any actios which might
be construed as indicating his belief that
he has assurance of occupying the White

House for the coming four years.
Nevertheless, Colonel Bingham, the en-

gineer of buildings and grounds, who bas
the place directly in charge, is giving cun-
siderable attention to the plans for re-
modeling the stately oid mansian. One
idea which seems to meet with approval
calls for extensions at both the east and
the west end of the buildisg. The con-
servatories, which now lie to the west,
will be meved south. :

Remarkable as it may appear, the Presl-
dent of the United States and his family
have but six private living rooms at their
disposal outside of the parlors and the
dining-rcoms on the ground floor. The
lack of a state dining-reom is mest keen-
ly feit. Whenever a party of any size is
entertainad 1t is necessary to utillze the
main co-ri‘or of the parlors for spreadiug
the tables

The business offices of the President in
the east wing of the second story are even
more c amped for space. The Presi-
dent ha: at his disposal but one small of-
fice for conducting the affairs of the na-
tion and that is of necessity used for the
Cabinet room as well. The executive staff,
including secretaries, clerks, and telegra-

phers, numbers twenty men, and all of
them are crowded inte five rooms. Next

in importance to the reguirements of the
President is the demand for suitable rcoms
for the private secretary,

o1 LOUIS STRIKE ENDING

Indieations That Peace Will Soon
Be Restored.

Transit Company Professes a Desire
to Take Back the Old Men—Ques-
lion of Recognizing the Union Still
Unsettled—The Scenes of Violence
That Occured During Last Night.

ST LOUIS, June 2.—The citizens’ com-
mittee appointed at the Merchants’ Ex-
change meeting o0 effect a settlement of
the street railway strike went into ses-
sion again today at 9 o'clock a. m., to take
up the unfinished business of Friday. The
principal hitch between the union and the
company is the reinstatement of all union
men who went out on strike.

The unmion’s grievance committee is
standing firm on this particular point and
insists that mot oniy shall the strikers
be put back in their original places, but
also that the union be recognized. The
Transit Company professes a desire to
take back an indeficite number of the old
employes. The union rightly insists that
the company specify the exact number.

At 10 o'clock today a member of th> ~iti-
zens’ committee in session at the Mercan-
tile Club made the following announce-
ment: “We are mearer a settlement of
this strike than ever. I look for the strike
o end imside of the next twenty-four
hours. President Whitaker, of the Tran-
sit Company, bas informed this committee
that he would be able to take back from
1,706 to 2,000 of the strikers at once and
all the others inside of thirty days.

“Former Governor Stone is holding out
for arbitration om the question of recogni-
ton of the umnfon. I think this will be
cempromised.”

The Transit Company has commenced
sending back some of its imported men.
Why they are leaving they will not say.
One of a gang of twelve leaving this morn-
ing, sald there had been too much “knock-
ing down" of fares.

The lives of 150 policemen and street
car employes were endangered in the Tran-
sit Company’s car barns at Prairie and
Easton Avenues last night when the dy-
camite bomb was thrown by a strike sym-
pathizer. The missile struck the roof and
shattered a large section of it, smashed
wany windows and many panes of glass in
care standing ip the barn and stunned
many of the men sleeping in the buildin
Tuesday night a similar attempt to wreck
the structure was made. No arrests fol-
lowed last night's outrage.

CLERKS NOT ASSESSED.

Postoflice Officials Deny That They |
Have Been. i

When the attention of First Assistant |
Postmaster General Heath was called this
morning to a published report which
claimed that, in order to secure the pas-
sage of a bill in Congress, known as .he
“Classification bill,” every postal clerk in
the country was assessed §$10, making a
fund ¢f more than $60,000, he said that he
didn’t know anything about it, but that
his chief clerk, Mr. Allen, or Mr. Beav-
ers, the chief clerk of the division on sal-
ary and allowances, could give some in-
formation on the subject.

Mr. Allen said that the Postmaster Gen-
eral had reissued the order of Postmas:er
General Wilson, which prohibits every em-
ploye or clerk In the Postoffice Department
from contributing in any manner toward
a fund which is to be used for influencing
posta] legislation. Not only money con-
tribution ¥ prohibited, but the order also |
forbids any employe of the postal service
from coming to Washington for the pur-
pose of obtaining or influencing legisiation.
Immediate dismissal from the service is
the penalty of anyone transgressing against
this order.

Mr. Beavers said that he couldn’t see any
wrong In the movement, providing the gs-
sessment is made in a Jegal manner, and
is used for legitimate purposes. ‘“‘And I
think,” Mr. Beavers continued, “that the
postal clerks have as much tight to look
out for their own interests as amy other
individuals.”

Assistant Postmaster Davis, of the Wash-
ington City Postoffice, said that no asgess-
ments had been made in the Washington
office, and that he didn’t know anything
about the alleged movement and assess-
ments,

The delegates from the
New Central Coal Company to the Frost-
burg convention, at which the strike was
ordered, it is said, declared that if the ma.
jority of miners of the company decide
in favor of returning to work they will
order. the strike off as far as their compa-
ny is concerned.

The meeting at Frostburg today will be
held at Brad@dock Park, and besides ““Moth.

Haggerty will speak. The Frostburg m:
ers are still firm in their resolution to
mesintain the strike, bul resumption is ex-
pected at Lonaconing by Monday next.

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PROTESTING AGAINST HAZEL.:

Distinguished Jurists Oppose Confir-
mation of His Appointment.

The committee of the New York Bar As-
£ociation, appcinted for the purpose of ap-
pearing in protest against the confi-mation
of Jchn R. Hazel, nominated by President
McKinley as judge of the newly created
western judiclal district of New York, w nt
before the sub-committee cf the Seaate Ju-
diciary Committee this morning, and pre-
sented the actlon tzk.n by the New York
Bar Association in the matter.

Judge William Choate acted as spokes-
man of the committee, others of whom
were Chairran Robert W. De Forest, Joha
L. Caldwalader, James C. Cater, Everett
P. Wheeler, Henry W. Taft, and Gaorge
Rives. a

Judge Choate presented a certifi:d copy
of the proceedings of the New Ycrk Bar
Assrociation at Thursday’'s night's meetiag,
including a copy of the resolutions adopted,
protesting against the confirmation of Ha-
zel's pomination and a favorable report on
the same by the sub-committee, conaisting
of Serators Davis, Pettus, and Thurston.

Judge Choate said in part: “Now that I
have presented to you the actien taken in
this matter by the Bar Assecciation of the
City of New York at its recent meeting,
1 may be excused if I make a few remarks
upor the standard which I think the com-
mittee will admit it should be the effort
of us all to uphold in considering candi-
dates for places upon our bench. Far be
it from rae to say that political activity is
Decessarily to be considered as prejudicial
to a candidate.

“But the training school of the judge is
in the practice of the law. He need not
necessarily be a great trial lawyer, a great
jury lawyer, or a great office lawyer, but
he should have had a traiping at the prac-

tice of the law and bave devoted his mind |

to consideration of its practices in order
to fit himself 10 be a judge of the law. It
bas been said that Mr. Hazel may learn
to be, and in time may be, a good judge.
I grant that such things bave bappened,
But, gentlemen of the Senate, at whose
rigk ie this chance to be takem and what
is to happen if he does not learn to be a
good judge?

“The New York bar is utterly removed
from local prejudice in this matter and
considers Mr. Hazel absolutely upen the
evidence it has before it, unfit for this
place. This is a non-partisan protest in
the interest of the people of not only the
State of New York, but of the whole coun-
iry, to guard against a degradation of the
bench. The whole country demands it and
we ask you to give the question due weight
and your deliberate, careful, unbiased con-
rideration, just as the lawyers who have
taken action in New York y are gentle-

men of distinction and ability have given
it theirs.’
